OVER THE LIMIT 

Drink-driving councillor is handed driving ban

A New Malden councillor has been 
banned from driving for a year after 
being caught behind the wheel while 
over the drink-drive limit. 

Coombe Vale Councillor Lynne 
Finnerty was pulled over in her Fiat 
and arrested by police officers in 
Coombe Lane West, just before 
11.30pm on July 9. 

She was breathalysed and a blood 
sample taken found the 59-year-old 
mother had 94mg of alcohol in 100ml 
of blood in her system. 

Coun Finnerty, who appeared at 
Lavender Hill Magistrates’ Court on 
Tuesday without any legal represen¬ 
tation, quietly pleaded guilty and 
seemed shaken when she stood in 
the dock dressed in a black top and 
flowery white skirt. 

She said: “I would like to apologise. 
I had two glasses of wine. I realise

that they were large measures and I 
made a genuine mistake. I would 
never knowingly go over the limit 
and risk the serious consequences. 
“Every time I go out my husband 


or my son pick me up but on this oc¬ 
casion it was unplanned. I’m sorry. 
I’m very nervous. I am shocked at 
the repercussion of that one genuine 
mistake and I’m sorry.” 

The court was told of Coun Finner- 
ty’s previous good character and 
clean record. She also handed in a 
reference for the magistrate to read. 

Coun Finnerty, of Chestnut Grove 
in New Malden, was given the most 
lenient sentence of 12 months’ dis¬ 
qualification from driving, a £200 
fine, £85 in costs and £20 in victim 
surcharge costs to pay. 

She was also offered the opportuni¬ 
ty to take part in a drink-driving re¬ 
habilitation programme that would 
reduce her time off the roads to nine 
months if completed by April 17. 

Conservative Council leader Coun¬ 
cillor Howard Jones said: “Every¬ 
body makes a mistake in life and I 
think Lynne has realised. She has 
accepted her punishment. She has 


not tried to make any excuses. 

“She is a terrific councillor. She 
works extremely hard for her resi¬ 
dents and is a person of high integri¬ 
ty and great moral values. 

“She has assured me and others 
that it will never happen again and 
that is the sort of person she is. We 
have got the utmost confidence in 
her.” 

She was among six other people on 
the court list for drink-driving 
charges on the same day. 

Coun Finnerty, who attended court 
with her husband, has always cham¬ 
pioned safety on roads. 

Speaking after the sentencing, 
Coun Finnerty said: “I pleaded 
guilty so that is the minimum ban. 
That was the ban I was expecting. 

“I have learned a valuable and 
tough personal lesson. I have had it 
hanging over me for weeks but it is 
something I have to take responsi¬ 
bility for.”

Committee chairman Coun¬ 
cillor Rachel Reid said: “We 


welcome anything that is 
going to move forward.” 

Nearly three-quarters of 
residents support the scheme. 

Nobody reported having 
“no opinion” when consulted 
by TfL, while 20 people 
had mixed views, and five 
out of 107 did not support 


the scheme. 

The plans include the 
widening of Fairoak Lane and 
Rushett Lane as they 
approach the notorious junc¬ 
tion, and the addition of a 
pedestrian crossing over 
Fairoak Lane. 

Beryl Gibson, chairman of 
the Malden Rushett residents’ 
association, said: “I would 
have expected that many. The 
bulk of people up here want 
that junction.” 

Councillor Margaret 

Thompson told the committee 
she had spoken to 
residents who worried that 
proposed new lighting might 
be either too bright, or too 
concentrated, leaving stretch¬ 
es of road unlit.

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Council packs a 
punch over gym 


Old BBC ground could be 
site for new free school

A former BBC sports ground 
is the “preferred site” for a 
new Motspur Park free 
school. 

The abandoned sports 
ground in Motspur Park has 
been unused for years and 
could be the new home for 
Park Community School. 

It would be a new use for a 
green space, which sparked a 
600-strong petition when it 
was nearly turned into a 
cemetery in 2008. 

If the former BBC sport 
ground is used, its ruined ten¬ 
nis courts, hockey pitches and 
football pitches will need ren¬ 
ovation within a year. 

Chapel Street, the charity 
behind the free school de¬ 
clined to confirm thesite. 

Dr Russell Rook, chief 
executive officer of Chapel 
Street, said: “No decision as 
yet has been made. 

“As soon as it has, we or the 


Education Funding Authority 
will, of course, be delighted 
to share that with the 
community.” 

But Matthew Paul, head of 
school place commissioning 
for Kingston and Richmond 
councils, said: “The BBC 


sports ground is the preferred 
site. 

“There has not been any re¬ 
alistic alternative, but as soon 
as there is any news the 
community will be the first to 
know.” 

The site is currently owned 


by Irish businessman Ben 
Dunne who bought if from the 
BBC in 2005. 

The fitness entrepreneur 
owns a chain of gyms across 
Dublin. 

Morden-based charity 
Chapel Street has said the 
school would be a non-faith 
school with a Christian ethos 
and 60 reception places when 
it opens in September next 
year. 

Within seven years, 420 
extra school places would also 
be available at the 
non-selective school which 
will have help in its running 
from both Roehampton 
University and YMCA South 
West London. 

A public meeting to 
discuss the free school’s 
future is set to take place 
on October 10 in Holy Cross 
Church, Douglas Avenue, 
from 6.30pm.

A cafe and a boxing gym 
in Chessington could be 
under threat after it 
opened without planning 
permission. 

Hunt’s Cafe and the Go 
Fit Go Box gym in the Cox 
Lane industrial estate 
did not fill in forms to 
ask for change of use 
from Kingston Council be¬ 
fore they opened in 
January. 

Employees from neigh¬ 
bouring businesses have 
flocked to the cafe and the 
gym has gained more 
than 1,300 members. 

More than a dozen peo¬ 
ple work at the two 
businesses. 

But south of the bor¬ 
ough councillors voted to 
force owners to shut them 
down. 

Landlord Richard Hunt 
said the prospect of clos¬ 
ing the gym and cafe was 
“crazy”. 

He said: “Everybody on 
that estate supported that 
gym.” 

Roy Goff, who works at 
the gym, said: “It is 
supposed to be for the 
community.” 

Richard Wortley, anoth¬ 
er employer on the estate, 
said he and his workers 
used the cafe regularly 
and it offered “a sense of 
community”. 


The cafe and boxing gym 
could stay open if an ap¬ 
peal to the national plan¬ 
ning inspectorate is 
successful, following the 
council’s decision to 
refuse retrospective plan¬ 
ning permission in 
July. 

Councillor Vicki Harris, 
chairman of the council’s 
development control com¬ 
mittee, said: “We have a 
planning regime in this 
borough, as most bor¬ 
oughs do, and it really an¬ 
noys me when people 
think that they can come 
in and just do what they 
like. 

“The work that has been 
done has really lifted the 
building, but it is still 
contrary to planning and 
it is still done without 
permission.” 

South of the borough 
chairman Councillor 
Rachel Reid said: “It does 
look better. It is never 
quiet. I cannot say that I 
dislike what is there. 

“I do think that there 
has been a complete 
ignoring of the system.” 

In a report to council¬ 
lors, officers admitted the 
cafe and gym did not im¬ 
pact negatively on the 
character of the area, or 
create “unreasonable nui¬ 
sance” or disturbances.

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Middle East deal sees 
Raven’s Ait lease sold

He claimed to have invested 
around £700,000 of his own money 
into the island since taking on the 
lease. 

He said: “I have invested every 
penny that I have in the island and 
every working minute since I’ve 
taken it on.

But Lib Dem councillor Barry 
O’Mahony, who supported leasing 
the island to Stewart Marine, said: 
“I stand by my original decision 
that was made at the time. 

“We thought it was for the best 
for the future of the island. 

“I would be very disappointed if 
we have struck a deal that has al¬ 
lowed him to walk away with a 
profit, but I’m still hoping it is not 
that clear cut.” 

Companies House documents 
dated August 28 reveal Stewart 
Marine Ravens Ait Ltd has 
appointed Marshal Gaspar, an 
Indian national living in the 
United Arab Emirates, as new 
commercial director. 

Papers dated September 2 also 
reveal the company has changed 
its business address to an accoun¬ 
tancy firm in Buckinghamshire. 

Bucks-based solicitor Lennons 
confirmed it was representing Mr 
Gaspar, but declined to comment 
further.

Jewell, 41, from Chessington, 
was one of seven men who died 


after an Iraqi mob of 400 de¬ 
scended on a police station in 
Majar al-Kabir in June 2003. 

Families of four of the Army 
Red Caps have launched a 
claim that they hope will lead 
to a formal public inquiry into 
what they say was negligence 
by the MoD in the hostile re¬ 
gion 10 years ago. 

But brother Tony Hamilton- 
Jewell, 67, who now lives in a 


motor home in Lincolnshire, 
said: “I have always been posi¬ 
tive no matter what goes on, 
but it has gone on several 
times. All they [the MoD] do is 
look for excuses each time. 

“There have been cover-ups 
that have gone on. I was fight¬ 
ing the Army, the Ministry of 
Defence, the inquests, but my 
brother was murdered out in 
Iraq.”

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Judge brands ‘sickening’ 
flasher’s claim ‘ridiculous’ 



Performed sex acts on buses: Premlal Salgado

A Tesco worker has been told 
it was ridiculous he did not re¬ 
alise masturbating in front of 
young women on buses would 
be distressing for them. 

Premlal Merenchige Salga¬ 
do, who last month admitted 
eight counts of exposing him¬ 
self on buses in Kingston and 
elsewhere in London, was 
handed an eight-month sus¬ 
pended prison sentence at 
Kingston Crown Court last 
week. 

Defending, Richard 

Gowthorpe told the court: 
“There has been no sugges¬ 
tion of any re-offending or 
urges since Mr Salgado was 
arrested, and it did come as a 
huge shock to him. 

“No one has said to him the 
damage of the particular of¬ 
fences, and if they had done 
he would have been able to ad¬ 
dress his behaviour earlier. 

“There seems to have been a 
lack of awareness, not of the 
illegality, but of the full ex¬ 
tent of the behaviour.” 


But Judge Judith Coello 
said: “That is ridiculous. He 
must realise how distressing 
and sickening that is. He must 
be aware of that.” 

Salgado’s eight-month 


stretch was suspended for two 
years, during which time he 
will be supervised and attend 
a community sex offenders’ 
group for 100 days. 

He is banned from travelling 


on buses within the M25 for 
two years, will remain on the 
sex offenders register for 10 
years, and was ordered to pay 
a £100 victim surcharge. 

The part-time Tesco worker, 
51, who is living in Hounslow 
after separating from his wife, 
established a pattern in 
choosing his victims, the 
court heard. 

They were young women, 
between 16 and 26, sitting at 
the back of the lower deck of 
the buses. 

Prosecutor Stephen Apted 
told the court Salgado mas¬ 
turbated in front of the 
women, using a rucksack to 
hide his activity from other 
passengers. 

He was arrested twice, in 
January and February this 
year, and gave no comment to 
police. 

Judge Coello condemned 
Salgado for what she called 
“deliberate” targeting of 
young women. 

She said: “I have no doubt at 
all that it was very frighten¬ 
ing and extremely disturbing 
for each one of them.”

There are other places 
that need cash injection 


We must not accept poor 
quality Greenway design 


Many readers have already 
expressed concerns over the 
safety of the new Tolworth 
Green way design, not to men¬ 
tion the months of traffic 
jams, pollution and inconve¬ 
nience residents and busi¬ 
nesses have had to endure. 

This would be bad enough, 
but as work continues (albeit 
at a snail’s pace) and we start 
to get a better idea of how the 
finished project will look, it 
appears very little effort has 
gone in to delivering some¬ 
thing that is both functional 
and attractive, the hallmarks 
of any reasonable design 
brief. 


The multi-coloured central 
path is, frankly, hideous and 
the wooden posts that have 
been erected on the foot¬ 
bridge across the A3 seeming¬ 
ly have no connection to the 
overall design whatsoever 
and appear more suited to 
some kind of zoo enclosure. 

These poor design issues are 
exacerbated by the use of low- 
quality materials and poor 
workmanship - the tree 
planters in Tolworth Broad¬ 
way are essentially concrete 
breeze blocks that are already 
chipped and badly joined and 
many of the wooden posts are 
water damaged and split 


just a matter of weeks after 
installation. 

Such a design and poor- 
quality execution would 
never be tolerated in Kingston 
town centre, so why should 
the residents of Tolworth 
accept this? 

Many residents, myself in¬ 
cluded, opposed this project 
from the outset, but the coun¬ 
cil went ahead regardless, so 
the least it can do is to make 
sure the design, materials and 
workmanship meet an accept¬ 
able standard. 

I hope the council will hold 
the relevant architects and 
contractors to account and 


ensure that problems are rec¬ 
tified before the project is 
signed off, but sadly I am not 
optimistic that this will be the 
case. 

Tolworth has long been the 
poor relation when it comes to 
council spending and invest¬ 
ment, but the £3.1m spent on 
this project would seem, to me 
at least, to be a monumental 
waste of public money and a 
real missed opportunity to im¬ 
prove the lives of residents, 
businesses and visitors to this 
part of the borough.

Market is shaping up to 
be best in seven years 



Speculation mounts of another property boom 


Britain’s resurgent property 
sector is enjoying its best 
market conditions for six 
years as the housing revival 
gathers pace, according to a 
new report. 

Property analyst 

Hometrack said a further 0.4 
per cent hike in house prices 
between July and August, 
together with marked 
improvements across all key 
indicators, means the sector 
is now in its best shape since 
before the financial crisis 
took hold. 

The market shrugged off the 
traditional August downturn 
as house prices grew at an 
annual pace of 1.8 per cent, 
marking their biggest year- 
on-year rise for more than 
three years. The figures come 
amid speculation that the UK 
may be heading for another 
property boom. 


Nationwide building society 
recently reported a 3.5 per 
cent year-on-year hike in 
prices in August, while Bank 
of England data showed 
mortgage approvals for house 
purchases hit their highest 
level since the financial crisis 
took hold. 

The National Association of 
Estate Agents (NAEA) August 
Housing Market Report 
showed the average number 
of first-time buyers 
increasing from 22 per cent in 
July to 26 per cent in August, 
suggesting the impact of 
looser lending restrictions 
and the uptake of the new 
Help to Buy scheme are 
beginning to be felt. 

NAEA members also 
reported an increase of 
nearly a third (28.8 per cent) 
in the average number of 
house hunters per branch, up 


from 250 in July to 322 in 
August. Members also 
reported a slight increase in 
the average sales agreed per 
branch in August (nine) 
compared with July (eight). 

While sales and house 
hunters are up, however, 
supply levels saw a slight 
decrease over the course of 
the month, meaning that 
buyers face rising 
competition for the best 
homes. 

The number of available 
properties per branch 
decreased from 53 in July to 
52 in August, suggesting 
properties are being snapped 
up by eager buyers looking to 
take advantage of continuing 
low rates. 

And it’s the 40-something 
movers who are leading the 
way - 40 per cent of home 
buyers last month were aged 


between 41 and 55 years old, 
followed closely by 31 to 40 
year olds at 36 per cent. 

Buying a house as a couple 
was the most popular method 
seen by member agents with 
nearly eight out of ten 
properties being sold to 
couples. Only one in ten (12 
per cent) were sold to 
individuals. 

Jan Hytch, president of the 
NAEA, said: “The significant 
increase in the number of 
house hunters, particularly in 
what’s often a quiet time in 
the market, is also a very 
positive sign that confidence 
is returning. 

“The variety and 
accessibility of schemes now 
on offer to help buyers onto 
the housing market can also 
be thanked for generating 
house-buying interest in 
2013.”
